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The Natural History Museum is a magnificent Roman¬ 
esque building erected in 1873-80 at a cost of over 
£350,000, to accommodate the natural history collections 
formerly housed at the British Museum. The exhibits, 
which are accounted one of the finest collections in the 
world, were gradually removed here between 1881-6. 
Mr. A. Waterhouse, R.A., was the architect responsible 
for the designs. 
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
